Cancer Expert Says Smoking is 


Testifies at

WASHINGTON I» — Ah Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society expert told 
congressional investigator» today 
that cigarette smoking is a cause 
of lung cancer and has a "severe 
effect” on a number of other di­ 
seases. 
Dr. E, Cuyler Hammond, the 
society's research director, said 
“ evidence that smoking is a seri­ 
ous health hazard has been ac- 
cummulating slowly since about 
19Í5." 


HE SAID RECENT studies have 
produced 
“overwhelming" 
evi­ 
dence that cigarette smoking "is 
a causative factor of great im­ 
portance in the occurrence of 
lung cancer." 
He said there has been an 
“ alarming trend in the dedth 
rates from lung cancer," with the 
number of deaths rising from 2,500 
In 1930 to an estimated 29,000 m 
1956. 
Hammond said cigarette smok­ 
ing " c a u s e s an increase in 
deaths from h e a r t disease and 
has a "severe effect" on patients 
with peptic ulcers and Buerger s 
disease. 


HE ALSO SAID "there is evi­ 
dence that smoking has an effect 
on death rates from respiratory 
diseases other than lung cancer. 
Hammond was the opening wit­ 
ness at a House Government Op­ 
erations Subcommittee investiga­ 
tion of filter cigarettes 
Earlier, Repl. Iris F. Blitch (D- 
C a.i said Subcommittee Chairman 
John Blatnik (D-Minn.) had as­ 
sured her that he is for the tobac­ 
co growers and has no wish to 
penalize them in any way. Mrs. 
Blilch said Blatnik told her his 
subcommittee hearings are not in­ 
tended to effect tobacco price sup­ 
ports. 


SEN. RH HARD L. Neuberger 
(D-Ore. I Wednesday introduced a 
bill that would cut olf farm price 
supports and soil bank payments 
to tobacco growers 
NeuberceF, 
a non-smoker, said it was ridicu­ 
lous for the government to warn 
Americans about alleged dangers 
of smoking while spending mil­ 
lions of dollars to suppost tobacco 
growing. 
An Agriculture D e p i r tment 
spokesman called Neuberger's bill 
"completely unrealistic." 
"If we penalize tobacco because 
of a possible health danger, are 
we going to penalize corn because 
we make hourbon whiskey out of 
that grain?" he said. 


BI.ATNIK SAID his subcommit 
tee hopes to determine during six 
days of hearings whether the pub­ 
lic is "being fooled" about the 
protection afforded to smokers by 
"filters." 
He said the subcommittee wants 
to determine whether manufac­ 
turers have m ade "false and mis­ 
leading advertising" about filter 
cigarettes and. if so, why federal 
agencies haven't cracked down.

At least four deaths were Mann­ 
ed on the weather, three of them 
caused by lightning. 


AT KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Mrs 
Earl Baker Jr. and her sister, 
Sarah Coker. 11. were killed Wed­ 
nesday when they were struck by 
lightning during an electrical storm 
that touched off a rash of fires. 
Damage in the blazes was esti­ 
mated at *80,000 to *100.000. 
Lightning striking twice in the 
same place killed Mrs. Harvey 
King, 25. Dade City. Fla 
Mrs 
King, carrying her infant son. was 
inspecting a Irea that had been 
struck by lightning two days ago 
when a second bolt hit the tree, 
killing her. Thb child, Roland, es 
caped injury. 


THE STORM BROKE a heat 
wave that sent the mercury soar­ 
ing lo a record 107 degrees at 
Philip, and 101 at Pierre and 
Pickstown, S. D. 
In Minneapolis, John Cody Park- 
ir sought to beat the heat by tak­ 
ing a swim in the Mississippi River 
Wednesday night and drowned 
when his body was swept down­ 
stream by the swift current. 


Syria Moves 
Troops Up to 
Israeli Border 
BEIRUT, Lebanon flf-Highways 
leading to the tense Syria-Israeli 
border are clogged with Syrian 
troop reinforcements moving into 
the area, reliable sources said to­ 
day. Syria also was reported to 
have cancelled all army leaves. 
The same sources quoted Syrian 
arm y officers as saying Israel had 
massed artillery and men at its 
border with Syria and in the de­ 
militarized zones where Israel 
used tanks last week against Syr­ 
ian guns in a ten-hour border bat­ 
tle. 
A report from Damascus said an 
arm y alert was declared in Syria 
at start of the troop movements, 
but it was not established here 
whether the alert was regional or 
nationwide. 
The Damascus reports said the 
Syrian government attitude was to 
expect the worst—another Israeli 
attack—and not to he caught un­ 
prepared if a m ajor attack comes.

82-year-old Rancher Swears Not Leaving 
Birthright, 'By Damned,Government Or No' 


OROGRANDE. N. M. OB-Tough, 
bitter old rancher John Prather 
tightened up his hard but aging 
muscles loday lor a new defiance 
of the U.S. Army and said for 
maybe the 100th time, "I'm not 
leaving my birthright alive, by 
damned, government or no." 
Periodically threatened w i t h 
forced removal from the 120-sec­ 
tion ranch he carved out o( the 
wilderness with half a century oí 
patient toil under a boiling south­ 
western sun. Prather repeatedly 
has made the Army back down 
from a showdown. 


WHETHER THE ARMY will 
make another "strategic retreat" 
from the newest deadline for his 
removal—Aug. 1—from its 1.000 
quare mile McGregor guided 
m i,,lie range is not clear. 


But Prather's attitude, as it al-i 
ways has been in four years of 
negotiations and court actions con­ 
cerning the government seizure of 
the best 40 seclions of his place, 
is clear. 
"An American has got a right 
to die at home." he says. 


HEADQUARTERS FOR his ranch 
is a rock house barely one and a 
half miles inside the outer edge 
of the huge anti-aircraft missile 
testing ground 
The Army has said that a six- 
mile wide strip around the perime­ 
ter is reserved for a safety zone, 
but that Prather may not remain 
in his home unless he signs a lease 
limiting his occupancy to the 
house and yard. 
"That's ridiculous." P r a t h e r 
storm ed in a voice still as steady 


at 82 as it was when he followed 
a chuck wagon and “little herd 
of sorry cattle" from Texas to 
New Mexico in 1883. 
The lease offered Prather also 
specifies his home and hearth 
would pass to government control 
upon his death. 


"I’VE SPENT A lifetime build­ 
ing this place and I've always 
planned lo be buried right here," 
he said "Do you think I want a 
bunch of Army people making my 
home into a beer garden within 
sight of my grave?" 
Crusty and obstinate, Prather 
nevertheless maintains a k e e n 
tense of humor that has sent Colo­ 
nels away (rom his home smiling 
in spile of assertions that "the 
Army had better start realizing 
w* taxpayers have to have land 


to grow something to feed the 
dam ned government parasites " 
PRATHER RECALLS scraping 
up earth with a horse-drawn slip 
to m ake surface tanks to hold wa 
ter in an otherwise barren land 
Under his direction. 1 000-foot deep 
Wells have dotted the rolling plain 
he steadfastly* declares is New 
Mexico's best cattle country. 
The only tim e his voice nears 
a quaver is when he regards the 
sweeping vistas south of the Sac- 
iamento Mountains, sees the scat­ 
tered hunches ol Herclords and 
Angus "bred up from those sorry 
cows.” 
Then he says; "Move out and 
leave home. If I did, I'd die. I 
might as well die at home. We ll 
just have to wait and see if it's 
ol old age or it the government 
forces it."

Jesse Bibbs, supervisor of Ihe 
Fresno. Calif., County Hospital, 
said from his hospital bed that he 
helped to calm the frightened pas­ 
sengers who were wandering in 
Ihe plane's aisle and gave first aid 
to an injured woman. 


CAPT. ED BACHMER. a pilot 
with American (or 15 years, said 
he veered right when he saw a 
green light ahead, presuming it 
was the left-wing running light of 
another aircraft. 
The incident occurred on a New 
York to Los Angeles flight Bibbs 
and Mrs. Mena Kalz of 1-os An­ 
geles suffered neck dislocations 
and eight others were treated for 
minor injuries. The plane made 
an unscheduled stop at El Paso 
so that Bibbs and Mrs. Katz could 
be hospitalized. 


••NONE OF US had our safety 
belts buckled." Bibbs said. "We 
were all thrown from our seats 
At the end of the dive, the plane 
turned again and threw me back in 
my seat. 
"The passengers had been pret­ 
ty well shaken up by Ihe incident 
and was wandering around in the 
and was wandering around! n the 
aisle." Bibbs said. 
"I thank God we had a good 
pilot and we are still alive." Mrs 
Katz said. 
Bibbs said he was hurled from 
his seat when the plane veered 
and tossed back when the plane 
descended. 


BACHNER SAID he was forced 
to make the sharp change in 
course lo avoid hitting what he 
thought was the other plane about 
3 a.m . p d.t. between checkpoints 
of the Salt Flat and Waco towers 
After getting the plane back on 
course. Bachner went back into 
the cabin to see whether any pas

Confessor in Sheppard Case 
Termed 'Poor Possibility' 
BERKELEY. Cilif. W — Dr 
Paul Kirk, key defenat consultant 
in the Dr. Samuel Sheppard mur 
der case, today dismissed a newly 
conlesaed "suspect" in the m urder 
of M arilyn Sheppard aa a "poor 
possibility." 
Kirk said, however, that (he 
fact that the "conlessor," Florida 
convict Donald Wedler, 23. is a 
left-handed man "ia interesting 
because I have known all along 
that the m urderer was left-hand­ 
ed.” 


WEDLER HAS NEVER actual 
ly mentioned the name of Shep­ 
pard, but has confessed only to 
bludgeoning a housewife to death 
about the tam e time Marilyn 
Sheppard waa m urdered In her 
bedroom July 4. 1954. 
Kirk, a criminologist at the Uni­ 
versity of California, flatly be­ 
lieves Dr. Sheppard, who is now 
serving a life sentence for the 
crim e, is innocent. 
"I have no doubt that Sheppard 
is innocent," he said. 


KIRK RASED HIS theory that 
the m urderer was left-handed on 
the position of blood stains on the 
wall. 
"The blows would have had to 
be struck by a left-handed m an.' 
he said. 
Sheppard was right-handed, he 
added. 
But he believes that Wedler is 
hardly worth considering as a 
suspect. 
"There are a lot of left-handed 
men in the country.” he said 
"They're not so rare." 


KIRK'S SKEPTICISM jibed with 
that of Ohio and Florida author! 
ties who were inclined to doubt 
W edler's story. 
Kirk said that one of his strong 
est reasons against believing Wed 
ler's statement was that in his 
opinion the crime was committed 
by a man who was familiar with 
the layout of the Sheppard home 
and "probably acquainted with 
the fam ily."
